Says Johnson 


Was "Wicked; 


Sold Justice"

today that former Federal Judge 
Albert W. Johnson, of Lewisburg, 
Pa , “sold Justice” in 
his court 
“for ail the traffic would bear.” 
The committee reported to the 
House, however, th at no purpose 
W’ould 
be 
sened 
in 
impeaching 
Johnson because he resigned last 
July and subsequently cut himself 
off from a $10.000-a-year full-pay 
pension. He had served 20 years. 
At the same time, the committee 
iound no reason for recommending 
im peachm ent of another judge on 
the Pennsylvania 
Middle District 
court, Albert L. W atson, of Scranton, 
and said its investigation revealed 
only th a t Judge W atson was “neg­ 
ligent” in not investigating suffici­ 
ently some of the men he appoint­ 
ed in receivership cases. 
The Congressional inquiry into 
the conduct of the two judges was 
begun two years ago on instructions 
from the House. 
7 Are Indicted 
The Justice D epartm ent recently 
completed 
a 
separate 
18-month 
grand jury inquiry into Johnson 
and W atson's conduct which result­ 
ed in indictm ent of Johnson, three 
of his lawyer sons and six others 
on charges of conspiracy* to obstruct 
justioe. They have pleaded innocent. 
Johnson, 73, and father of ll 
children, is a past Pennsylvania and 
national president of the Patriotic 
Order, Sons of America, a trustee 
of B icknell university, an incor­ 
porator of Dickinson law school, 
holder of honorary degrees from a 
num ber of Pennsylvania colleges, 
and a veteran of 30 years on state 
and federal benches. 
In its report on his conduct on 
the federal bench, the Judiciary 
Committee said:

In a letter today to the Adams 
county comm! cloners, Henry 
W. 
Garvin, president of the local C ham ­ 
ber of Commerce, ‘la te d his organ­ 
ization’s objections to the proposed 
site for the new Jail along the Big­ 
lerville road at the edge of town 
and at toe same time offered the 
facilities of the Chamber for “sound­ 
ing out public opinion in Adams 
county.” 
Mr. Garvin's letter to the com - 
missioners followed action by the 
board of directors Monday evening 
when the board unanimously op­ 
posed the proposed site for the jr.il 
Cites Reasons 
The Chamber (ire ident's letter 
follows in part: 
“I irxt of all, I wish lo make 
clear that the purpose which 
the Cha miter of Commerce has 
In mind Is to render such as­ 
sistance as It can, in order to 
enable you to determine 
this 
matter In accordance with the 
wishes of the majority of the 
residents of Adams county. 
“At a meeting of the Cham ­ 
ber of Commerce held last eve­ 
ning. the directors voted unani­ 
mously In favor of a resolution 
requesting you not to erect the 
new county Jail at its proposed 
site along the G ettysburg-Big- 
lervllle road, north of G ettys­ 
burg. 
“The reasons advanced by the 
various directors in a discussion 
on 
this 
subject 
included: 
by 
building the Jail at the proposed 
site, it would hamper if not pre­ 
clude the growth of Gettysburg, 
for the proposed site offers the 
only available space for build­ 
ing lots, with but few exceptions; 
and If the proposed site were 
throw n open to building lots and 
the new jail erected either at 
its present location or In some

other section of the county, the

land now occupied by the Poor 
Farm could be used for building 
lots and would be a source of 
revenue to the county and other 
taxing authorities. 
“With a view to helping you 
determine this important m al- 
ter. the Chamber of Commerce 
of Gettysburg offer Its facilities 
for sounding out public opinion 
In Adams county. We will be 
glad to hear from you in this 
regard.”

While the price of food is high. 
its said to be plentiful enough so 
that, with the exception of meat. 
sugar and fats, rationing could be 
abolished. Meat runs about 65 cents 
to 95 cents per pound at the official 
rate. and is about three times as 
high on the black m arket. Bread 
however is only about nine cents for 
a two-pound loaf, and there are 
good supplies of fish and fruit. 
Textiles are about three or four 
times prewar costs, but are fairly 
plentiful and the prices are coming 
down Shoes are three times prewar 
level. 
One of the most serious deficien­ 
cies has been coal, affecting both 
industry and the home, but the gov­ 
ernment announces th at production 
has reached the prewar level of 80 - 
000 tons a day. 
As would be expected, the black 
m arket operators have been fatten­ 
ing on the sufferings of their fel­ 
lows. However, the government has 
been giving these sharks such a hot 
run for their money that they are 
beginning to disappear and black 
market prices are falling. 
Black .Market Wanes 
But Hie black m arket operators 
are dying hard. Mrs. Mack and I 
saw an amazing dem onstration of 
their tenacity in the Rue des Radis 
— the black m arket street—where 
dozens of dealers hawk their wares 
openly from the sidewalks and road­ 
way. Both men and women engage 
in this illicit trade, and they carry 
their wares on tlieir arm s or in their 
pockets, so th a t they can make a 
quick getaway when the police raid 
them. 
When we were there this street 
was jammed Much of the stuff on 
sale was American and British army 
stocks—obviously acquired illegally 
—and the m ilitary police of both 
armies frequently pounce on the 
Rue des Radis. 
M ens cotton uderwear. which was 
hard to find in New York when 
your correspondent left there at the 
end of November, was selling on 
this black market for three dollars. 
American 
cigarettes, 
which 
cost 
about 50 cents ior a carton of ten 
packages in army stores, were to 
be load at $1.10 per package. 
You could even buy penicillin. In 
tact, we were told that one could 
purchase a jeep for $1,000 or even 
buy a 2Vs ton army truck through 
these dealers.
